QUEEN OF SPADES 


Amid a scene of children at play, two officers meet their 
comrade Herman and remark upon his unhappy appear- 
ance. To another friend, Tomsky, he confesses that he can- 
not curb his passion for gambling, nor escape the memory 
of a girl he has seen and fallen in love with. She is unknown 
to him even by name, but he is sure she is much above him 
socially. They are joined by Prince Yeletsky, who accepts 
congratulations upon his engagement. At this moment Lisa 
approaches with her grandmother the Countess, and the 
Prince points her out as his fiancee. She is, of course, Her- 
man's unknown love. As the trio leaves, Tomsky tells the 
story of ihe Countess's great gambling success in her youth, 
attributed to her knowledge of a 'secret of three cards". She 
passed it on to no one but her husband (deceased) and a 
lover (disappeared), because of a ghostly warning that if she 
told it to a third man, she would die. Herman is left alone, 
deploring his ill luck but determined to win Lisa nevertheless. 


Lisa is entertaining Pauline and other friends with music 
and songs. When they leave she ruminates on her promise 
to marry the Prince, unsure whether she has done right. At 
this moment Herman appears on her balcony and insists on 
expressing his love for her. His passionate outburst over- 
comes her impulse to call for help. When the Countess ap- 
pears, Lisa conceals Herman from discovery. When the 
Countess leaves, Lisa allows him to embrace her. 


Amid the gaiety of a masquerade, Herman's friends de- 
cide to play a practical joke on him because of his absession 
with the Countess's secret. He enters with a letter from Lisa 
which convinces him that if he were wealthy she could be 
his. Following a pastoral entertainment, Lisa approaches 
Herman and gives him a key that will admit him to her 
room through a secret entrance. 


Herman appears on his way to Lisa's room. The Coun- 
tess enters and he hides. When her attendants have left, 
Herman confronts her and demands the secret of "the three 
cards". Shocked by his demand and the pistol he flourishes, 
the Countess collapses and dies. Lisa enters and finds Her- 
man lamenting that he now will never learn the secret. She 
denounces him as a murderer. 


Herman reads a letter from Lisa in which she regrets her 
hasty conclusion and begs that he meet her that night. A 
vision of the dead Countess appears to him and because it 
is her desire that he marry Lisa, confides the secret—‘‘Three! 
Seven! Ace!" 


Lisa awaits Herman and sings of the sad turn her life has 
taken. Herman appears and they exchange vows of love. 
He insists that she go to the gambling table with him, de- 
claring that the secret will make him rich. This is confirma- 
tion to Lisa that he was, indeed, responsible for her grand- 
mother's death, and in despair, she commits suicide by 
throwing herself into the Neva. 


The Prince appears announcing that he must be lucky at 
cards, for.he has.lost his beloved to another. Herman en- 
ters and the game begins. He wins with “Three”. He wins 
with "Seven". Now despite the pleas of his friends that he 
take his winnings, he stakes them all on the next draw. It is 
the Prince. who becomes his opponent and, as Herman 
triumphantly cries "Ace", he answers, "No. Queen of 
Spades!” As a vision of the Countess appears, Herman 
stabs himself and falls dead
